rendered us by our worthy and es- 
teemed senator. 

It gives us great pleasure to ao- 
knowledge our indebtedness to him. 
We owe to him a debt of gratitude for 
hia valuable services to oar State and 
Oounty, and especially tu the town of 
Sbarptown, for his untiring and suo- 
ceasfal efforts in securing an Appro- 
priation far a Bridge to be built across 
the Nanticoke River at this place. 


Especially do we feel grateful to 
him as it marke a new era of progress 
for our isolated little town, 

The completion or this undertaking, 
together with our beautiful and sub- 
stantial highways. now being con- 
atrnotéd around us and throughout 
the entire onunty and state will bring 
us in closer touch with each other. 
socially and commeroially, and place 
us upon a more equal footing with 
other towns of our size and import- 
anos. 

When that magnificent structure, 
the Bridge, shall span the beautifal 
and majestic Nanticoke. our dream 
of years will hava bevome realized, 
it will join together two sister Uoun- 
ties long divided by a natural barrier 
and supply a golden link in the chain 
of the Good Roads system of the 
Eastern Shore. 

The prospects of all this coming in 
the near future, we think a sofficient 
cause for enthusiastic praise and de- 
ligntful satisfaction. 

Since the day that bill was signed 


by our most excellent Governor, tne 


highest Executive of the State thus 
making it a law in foroe, we have not 
ceased to look upon the Honorable 
Jesse D. Price as one of our greatest 
benefactors, as it was then clearly 
proved that this Bridge Business was 
no cunningly devised fable, as claimed 
by some of our pessimistic friends, 
bat a stern reality. 

It meant work to carry through 
such a bill, it needed a potent*voice, 
with words of soberness and truth. 
wisdom and atatesmanship; a heart 
glowing with desire to promote the 
general welfare of bis people in recog- 
nitiop of which we are now paying 
him this little tribute of our respect. 

The expression that we value 
something beyond price’’ is often 
heard, but today there is nothing we 
vaine beyond Price. His name has 
become a household word with us. 
Even the initials of the name stand 
for words vharacteristio of the man 
himself; though it might be said that 
“a rose by any other name would 
smell as sweet. 

The J. stands for Judgment, good 
sound decisive judgment, ready and 
alert, not only to grasp the situation 
and take advantage of the opportuni- 
ty as it voluntarily presents itself, 
but to antoipate and pave the way for 
it.

P. stands for progress, progress com- 
mensurate with the times, up to date 
in his method of doing things, ready 
at all times to sacrifice even for the 
good of others, and to contribute bis 
share to the advancement of all in- 
terests of state and couutv, and 
further advancing the interests and 
welfare of its citizens. 

We think the Bentztown Bard had 
our friend, Senator Price in mind 
when he wrote the following poetical 
lines :— 

They serve themselves the beat 

Who spend their effort and their will, 
In helping other feet climb up 

The rough and rugged bill, 

The man who gets the most in life 

Is he who gives with zeal

the capacity’ of. a publio official. be

In oar enthusiasm of the present oo- 
casion, it is not our purpose to dis- 
parage or detract from the record of 
any one, who in the past has been 
honored aa the representatives of oar 
publio interests, They too deserve 
great credit, and we feel thankful to 
them all, regardless of political lines, 
for what they have done for the bet- 
terment of our town and county. We 
hope success may attend their efforts, 
and assure them of our hearty sup - 
port and co-operation in all their laud- 
able undertakings. 

Yet we believe in the old axiom, 
Render unto Onesar the things that 
are Oaesar s“ and the one to whom 
the honor of this partionlar achieve - 
ment rightly belongs is well known 
and will be known for years to come 
as the noblest ‘‘Roman of them all.“ 

Ooming from the sturdy stock of 
the common people of this, his native 
Oounty born on the banks of the Wi- 
comico River, whose waters mingle 
with those of the Nantiooke, whose 
interest he has so signally served, is 
but a peculiar omen illustrative of 
the character of this Favorite Son 
of Wicomico. "' 

And as the progress of that River. 
making ita steadfast and irresistible 
way tu mingle with the waters of 
larger and more useful bodies, ao has 
his progress beon ; ever steadfast, ever 
onward with that single-mindedness 
of purpose and devotion to the daties 
of the hour, which admit of no defeat, 
until he stands taday acknowledged 
leader of the dominant party of hia | 
County, and one of the greatest fac- | 
tors in:shaping the laws of our belov- 
ed state. 

He has indeed made rapid strides 
since the rising of his political Star, 
which thongh now brilliant in as- 
oendeney, has not reached the zenith 
of ita glory.

PREACHING TO. 
THE. DEAD. 


“For this cause was the Gospel preached 
also to them that are dead, that they might be 
judged according to men in the flesh. but alive 
according to God in thie spirit” (1 Peter iv., 6). 
00 


From the moment of disobedience and 
Divine condemnation Adam and his 
race have been judicially dead and 
gradually going down: down, down, in 
degradation and into the tomb. 

Speaking of the dying race from the 
judicial standpoint our Savior called 
them all dead. He declared that none 
hus even a reckoned life, except such 
as by faith accepted him as their Life- 
giver—Savior. His words are, “He 
that bath the Son hath life; he that 
bath not the ‘Son shall not see life; 
but the wrath of God abideth on him" 
(John iii, 86). Speaking to one who 
belleved on him the Savior said, “Let 
the dead bury their dead”; go thou 
and preach the Gospel (Matthew 
viii, 22). From the right standpoint 
his meaning is evident. Let the dead. 
the condemned and legally dead world, 
look out for Its own affairs. You be- 
come one of my followers and carry 
my message of life and hope to as 
many as have ears to hear! 


“Dead In Trespasses and: Sin.” 

Thus the whole world of mankind 
through heredity, through inherited 
weaknesses, through participation in 
the sentence that came upon father 
Adam justly, are all judicially dead in 
trespasses and in sins—not one of the 
race is worthy of eternal life upon the 
only terms and conditions which God 
can offer—namely, perfection and obe- 
dience to the Divine standards. 

Jesus preached the Gospel amongst 
those judicially dead through trespasses 
and sins. A few had the hearing ear 
and accepted the good message and 
gave their hearts to God and accepted 
the terms of discipleship—to walk in 
the Master’s footsteps in the narrow 
way faithfully unto death—willingly 
offering. sacrificially., their little all in 
the service of God. his Truth, his 
righteousness, his people. These few. 
as we have seen, the Savior recog- 
nizes as having life—as having “passed 
from death unto life“ (John v. 24): 
nevertheless their change was only a 
legal one. Actually, according to the 
flesh, they were still imperfect, fallen. 
dying. But by Divine arrangement 
their new minds, their new wills, were 
accepted of God in Christ and their 
flesh ignored as dead. and they were 
begotten by God of the Holy Spirit as 
New Creatures and became sons of 
God. As sons, they were free from 
all the previous condemnation that 
came upon them as members of 
Adam's race—freed through the impu- 
tation of the merit of the Redeemer’s 
sacrifice applied on their behalf. Thus 
they attained the liberty of the sons 
of God—freedom from sin-condemna- 
tion. So we read of them:— 

“He came unto his own (ngtion— 
Jews) and his own received him not; 
but to as many as recelved him, to 
them gave he power (liberty, privilege) 
to become sons of God even to them 
that believe on his name (his greatness 
as Messiah), who were begotten not of 
the will of the flesh, nor of man, but 
of God“ (John 1, 13). 

A similar procedure has been in prog - 
ress throughout all this Gospel Age 
from Pentecost until now amongst the 
world of mankind judicially dead. It 
has reached a considerable number; 
but not many great, however, not 
many wise, not many rich, not many 


“We Are Baved by Hope.” 
While speaking of bellevers begot- 
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“every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess (Psalm vl. 23). The 
Beriptures point the New Creation, the 
Body of Christ, the “saints,” the 
Church, to that illustrious day as the 
time when they shall experience their 
glorious change from earthly to heav- 
wy conditions—when in a moment, in, 

of an eye the resurrec- 
doa power will lift them wholly out 
of earthly conditions to the perfection 
of the “Divine Nature.“ 

Describing this “First Resurrection” 
of the saints the Apostle says, “It is 
sown in dishonor, it is ralsed in glory: 
it ts sown in weakness, It is raised in 
power; it is sown a natural body, it is 
raised a spiritual body” (1 Corinthians 
xv, 43, 44), Respecting this glorious 
consummation of the hopes of the 
Church, the Apostle declares it to be 
the end of our faith, the salvation of 
our soule—“the grace (salvation) that 
shall be brought unto you at the reve- 
lation of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ” (1 Peter 1. 13). For that glo- 
vigns time the toma people are to 

amestown, N. I., August 7.—Pastor 
Russell of the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
addressed a very large meeting 
of Bible Students in Celoron Audi- 
torium. The occasion was a General 
Convention of Bible Students, The 
audience was estimated at nearly 
6,000. Taking for his text the above 
words, the speaker said; 

The Bible, to be understood, must 
be viewed from ite own standpoint. 
This, as Bible students, we are learn- 
end moré and more particularly evéry 
Bibles 
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bring us Divine favor, Now we are 
learning to read the Bible in a com- 
mon-sense way, und to use our reason- 
ing faculties lu connection with its 
statements and prophecies. As a con- 
sequence, while others are falling from 
the faith—some into. infidelity styled 
Higher Criticism aud Evolution; oth- 
ers into fanciful wrestings of the 
Word of God—we are coming to appre- 
ciate the Bible as the most safe and 
sane Book in the world. Correspond- 
ingly our faith in God increases—faith 
in bis Wisdom, Justice. Love and Pow- 
er to accomplish all the good purposes 
which he purposed in himself before 
the creation of our race. Correspond- 
ingly, too, we are coming to appreciate 
more than ever the value of the great 
Redeemer and of the great sacrifice 
for sin which he accomplished at Cal- 
vary. We are coming to see the truth 
of what we once considered poetic 
license when we sang, 

„There's a wideness in God's mercy 

Like the wideness of the sea," 

We are seeing more clearly as the 
days go by the meaning of the Scrip- 
ture which declures that eventually 
the Redeemer “shull see of the travall 
of his soul and be satistied.” We per- 
ceive now that the little handful of 
saints walking in the Master's. foot- 
steps from Pentecost to his Second 
Advent and sharing in the “First Res- 
urrection” is not the end of Dirine 
Love for our race. but merely its be- 
ginning—“A first-fruits unto God of 
his creatures” (James i. 18). We are 
now seeing that, according to the Di- 
vine purpose, the calling und election 
of the Church to the spirit nature, 
to the divine nature, must be com- 
pleted before the second step in the 
great Divine Plan of Salvation begins 
—the recovery of the world from sin 
and death conditions, to human per- 
fection and Paradise restored . 


“Let Dead Bury Their Dead.” 

No Bible topic requires more careful 
discriminatian in its study than does 
the subject of death. This is mainly 
because of the general confusion of 
mind which came upon Christendom 
during the. long centuries of the 
Church’s comparative darkness, when 
Bibles (the Lamp of God upon the 
Christian’s path) were scarce, and 
when few could read the truths of 
priceless value, that were chained to 
lecterns. In consequence of this con 
fusion we hear intelligent people talk 
ignorantly and , stupidly respecting 
death. They make confusion worse 
confounded by telling us of Adam's 
spiritual death and discussing “nat- 
ural" death and “the death that never 
dies,” etc., etc. 

To get the Bible view of death we 
need to brush away such foolish bab- 
blings and confine ourselves to Bible 
language and the rational thought con 
nected therewith. For instance, ac- 
cording to the Bible, there is no “nat- 
ural death“ it is not natural for man 
to die. It la according to the Bible ar- 
rangement und man’s nature that he 
should live—live eternally, as do the 
angels, if obedient to the Divine com- 
mands. Death, therefore, is the un 
natural thing! Do we think of angels 
as dying, and of heaven as filled with 
cemeteries? Have they doctors and 
undertakers there? Surely not! Yet it 


would be just as proper to speak of 


natural death amongst the angels as in 
respect to men. 

The term spiritual death so frequent - 
ly used respecting Adam and his fall 
fs wholly unscriptarul. No such ex- 
pression is found im tbe Bible: neither 
such a thought. Adam eould not die 
a spiritual death. because he was not 
a spirit betag. He was am earthly be 
iag—not an ungel, but a man. As the 
Scriptures declare ef Adam, “Then 
tadest him à litthe lower than the nit- 
gels: and crownest him with glery and 
2 e toler . e a. 
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ting that he was not a spirit being. 
Tt Was simply the man Adam thar 


died. Eis death, however, dd inctude ’ 


the gradual processes ot decay, 
affected not only his bones and mus 
cles, but also his brains His every 
mental and moral quality. Tue sen- 
tence, “Dying. thou shalt die.“ took 
hold of bim as an entirety; hence 
we find, as the Scriptures declare. 
that there is “none righteous; no, 
not one"—none mentally, morally or 
physically right. All have sinned. 
All) come short of the glory of 
God in which Adam wan created 
ruttently, realizing that, as New 
Crentures, they are being tested by the 
W\citkuesses and frailties of their old 
bailira reckoned dead. They are to 
‘show their loyalty to God by fighting 
n govd Oght against the weaknesses of 
„ Sesh, against the allurements of 
„world and the snares of the Ad- 
Versary. 
This Light Upon Our Text. 
Consider now, in the light of the 
foregoing, the meaning of St. Peter's 
words used og our text. We perceive

not oniy be thus Called or God.” bunt 


that they must be “drawn” by him, in 
order to be blessed during this Age, 


He says, No man can come unto me, 


‘except the Father which sent me draw 
him, and he that cameth unto me (thus 
drawn) I will in no wise reject (John 
vi, 44, 3m. For ‘these few of the dead 
world the Gospel in the present time 
is intended. No others have the ear to 
hear. But while those who hear are 
few in comparison to the millions’ of 
the world who do not hear, neverthe- 
less they are many in comparison to 
the still fewer who accept the call um 
der the conditions and limitations of 
the narrow way of. self-sacrifice. 
“Many are called, but few chosen” to 
this high calling of joint-heirship with 
the Redeemer in his Kingdom. 

By and by when all eyes and ears of 
understanding shall be opened and the 
blessing of the Lord through Messiah 
shall be world-wide, it will not be 
merely a calling to righteousness that 
will be extended, A command will be 
enforced by disciplines, “stripes,” “cor- 
rections in righteousness,” to the in- 
tent that the “dead” world in general 
may be blessed and be resurrected— 
lifted up, up. up. out of sin and death 
conditions to the human perfection be- 
stowed upon Adam and his race in 
creation, Only the unwilling and dis- 
obedient will die the Second Death, 
from which there will be no redemp- 
tion, no recovery. 


Live In Flesh and In Spirit. 

Those who hear the Gospel and ac- 
cept its terms of consecration unto 
death of the flesh and are begotten of 
the Holy Spirit as New Creatures, 
“partakers of the divine nature,” have 
so to speak, a dual existence from the 
time of their begettal of the Spirit. 
From God's standpoint they are New 
Creatures begotten to the divine na- 
ture, which, if faithful, they will fully 
obtain in the “First Resurrection.” 
Yet according to all worldly concept 
of the matter they are still. human be- 
ings. very much the same as they were 
prior to their consecration and Spirit 
begetting. The world may, indeed. see 
certain changes more or less radical in 
their conduct and words, but. like as 
not, these will appear to the worldly 
merely as fads. fancies; eccentricities. 
Perhaps, indeed, as in the case of St. 
Paul, they may be considered as be- 
sides themselves”—mad. Hence. as the 
Apostle declares, “The world knoweth 
us not, even as it knew him not“ 
(J John ill; )). The world did not 
know Jesus to be begotten of the Holy 
Spirit, the Son of the Highest, etc. 
nor does the world yet know that he 
is highly exnited at the Father’s Right 
Hand. So also it ls with the followers 
of Jesus. They similarly have re- 
ceived a Spirit begetting and, similar- 
ly, in due time, are to experience the | 
glorious change of the “First Resur- 
rection” and be perfected on the new 
plane of the divine nature. 


Judged of Men—Judged of God. 
Note again the Apostle’s words re- 
specting these Spirit-begotten follow- 
ers of Jesus. the “little flock.” who 
walk in his footsteps of self-sacrifice. 
He says that these will be Judged ac- 
cording to men in the flesh, but ac- 
cording to God in the Spirit. Men not 
knowing us as New Creatures in 
Christ may think of us and approve or 
condemn as they would think of and 
approve or condemn others—accord- 
ing to the flesh. The world will not 
see that in these New Creatures there 
is a battle in progress—the New Crea- 
ture seeking to conquer the flesh and 
to bring it into subjection to the Di- 
vine will, but not always able to do so. 
All we can do is to do our best. 
whether our best shall be as good as 
or better than that of our fellow- 
creatures who are not Spirit-begotten. 
but who may be less depraved by na- 
ture—nobler by heredity. Our con- 
solation as New Creatures is that we 
are not to be judged by buman judg- 
mént, bat by him who called us and 
drew us to himself, who sanctified us 
through the blood of the Cross, and 
whe begat us with his own Holy Spir- 
St te his own divine nature. He wil 
judge us according to the spirit—ae- 
te eur minds, according to our 
according to eur efforts. Te |

He did everything possible for them, 
that they might bring forth the best 
fruits —obedience, sincere worship, 
righteous living, the beauty of holi- 
ness, love, joy, peace and all the fruits 
of the Spirit, intelligence, noble char- 
acter and missionary work among the 
nations.

God's Garden. In 1 Cor. 3:9, Paul 
tells the Christians at Corinth that “ye 
are God's husbandry,” which old-fasb- 
foned word seems to have little mean- 
ing to us. The Revised Version helps 
us to see its meaning, “Ye are God's 
tilled land.” The twentieth century 
New Testament calls it God's hbar- 
vestfield.”

CARING FOR FLOORS|; 


| MUCH WORK TO KEEP THE HARD. 


WOOD VARIETY IN ORDER. 


They Are Recognized as the Best for 
the Average House, But Dally 
Wiping and Almost Constant 
Pollshing Are Necessary. 


Undoubtedly the best floors for the 
average house are hardwood, but to 
kop them in order requires work. Daily, 
wiping and polishing are necessary, 
but the beauty resultant more than re- 
pays the trouble, and such floors, un- 
less they are abused, wear well. Their 
expensiveness differs according as to 
whether or not they are parquetry or 
plain. If drawing and living room 
floors can be finished with a border 
they are more effective, but even in 
those places design is not necessary. 
What is required ig perfect position of 
the boards, that is, close together and 
smooth, so they can be kept in the 
highest state of polish and cleanliness. 

When a house that is occupied the 
entire year is fitted with hardwood 
floors the problem of carpeting‘ is 
solved, for in the winter rugs can be 
used, while in the summer the boards 
may be left uncovered. The latter ef- 
fect is coool and pretty. 

For general durability there are cov- 
erings which conceal {finished floor- 
ing and are more easily kept clean 
than carpeting. In these days of fre- 
quent moving, when housekeepers do 
not like to have carpets and mattings 
cut to fit rooms, rugs of endless variety 
and material come in prices which are 
equally varied. A wilton or tapestry 
carpet out like a large rug and fin- 
ished with a wide border is practical in 
many difrerent places, and a rough floor 
may have a border stained to make a 
suitable finish. ‘ 

For summer, or to use all the year in 
bedrooms, mats of straw are extremely 
pretty. They come in straw colored 
grounds with designs of various sizes. 
They wear well and are easily kept 
clean. 

Nothing could be prettier than some 
of the hand woven rag rugs. They 
have the merit of washing, when soiled, 
and have sufficient warmth to be good 
for the winter and yet light enough 
for summer wear. In many summer 
houses theygare used exclusively in 
the upstairs rooms and large ones are 
exceedingly nice in dining rooms. They 
can be woven to order and for dining 
rooms round ones showing a border of 
contrasting color are both effective and 
durable, i 

Rag carpeting also comes now by the 
yard and by many persons is preferred 
to matting because of the way dust 
sifts chrough the Iatter. Rag stair car- 
peting is extremely pretty. 

A floor covering which has cork in its 
composition has come into favor for 
bed and billiard rooms as well as din- 
ing rooms. It is rather thick and has 
some “give” and may be washed with 
soap and water as a bare floor. It is 
the common covering in many English 
nurseries owing to its hygienic quali- 
ties. The stuff comes in only a few 
plain colors and may serve as a baok- 
ground for rugs.

The Trade Movement. 


(Communicated. ) 

Salisbury Advertiser: 

Speaking of the Baltimore vs East- 
ern Shore Trade movement, I beg to 
point out one reason why the meroh- 
anta of this locality at least, are trad- 
ing with Philadelphia. The hanl from 
Philadelphia to Whalevville is 147 
miles, the first ciuss freighs rate for 
merchandise is 28 cents. The haul 
from Baltimore is 117 miles or 80 miles 
less than Philadelphia, while the 
firat olnes freight rate 1s 80 cents via 
B. OC. & A. R. R. I presume this dia- 
crimination in favor of Philadephia 
applies all down the line and embra- 
cet all classes of freight. Moreover 
the attitude of the B. O. & A. R. R. 
officials toward the patrons of the road 
is noh that it isa pleasure at times 
to be in a position to give one's busi- 
ness where said railroad would derive 
very little benefits from it. Money 
making seoma to be the only motive 
behind the orgapiszation and the meth- 
ods employed are worthy of only the 
most ignorant and primitive. Passeng- 
ors are at times treated as unworthy of 
consideration. I Will illustrate by oit- 
ing our experience on the 4th of July, 
How warm and dusty it was you re- 
member. The people of Woroester 
and Wicomico Uounty who availed 
themselves of the railroad conveyance 
were told that the passengers w 
wanted to attend the fair would be 
taken to Byrd's siding, whivb the 
Railroad Company should have done 
and could have done in ten minutes, 
at an extra cost of only afew cents, 
The regular fare was okarged.

My text is one of the strongest of 
those which once we érroneously mis- 
understood to teach the eternal tor 
ment of the non-elect. Coming to the 
text with our minds filled with. the 
wrong impressions respecting the 
character of the Almighty Creator and 
respecting his purposes toward bu- 
manity It is easy for us to misunder- 
stand the Words of St. Jude. go deep- 
ly were the erroneous thoughts Im- 
pressed upon our minds from child- 
hood that, irrational though they were, 
we considered them fundamental the 
ology. In like manner we wrested to 
our own confusion and injury many 


Scriptures, reading into them what 


they do not say And ignoring what 
they do say. As, for Instiiigy. ihe 
messages of Holy Writ to the effect 
that “all the wicked will God destroy”; 
that “the wages of sin Is death"; tba: 
“the soul that sinneth, it shall dle“; 
that there is no eternal life out of 
Christ. All these and others we warp- 
ed and twisted away from their beau 
tiful and simple teaching. and made 
out of them “doctrines of devils" with 
which we alarmed ourselves and those 
committed to our instruction. 

We thank God that gradually the 
eyes of our understanding are open- 
ing to discern the great Truth that the 
testing of the Church in the present 
Age and the testing of the world at 
large in the coming Age will he as to 
worthiness for eternal life or worthi- 
ness of eterni death—everlasting de- 
struction—the Second Death from 
which there will be no redemption, no 
resurrection, no recovery. As St. Peter 
declares. Those who enter into it will 
ne. like brute beasts, made to be taken 
und destroyed—annibilated. 


Sodom's Guilt and Punishment. 

Sodom and surrounding cities were 
profligate and licentious to the extreme 

and Divine Justice decreed that their 
course must not continue, but that 
they should be made an example of— 
a lesson to others of the Divine dis- 
pleasure against all such licentious- 
ness. Accordingly we read that fire 
and brimstone were rained from 
heaven to the utter destruction of those 
cities, the place of Which is now mark- 
ed by the Dead Sea. The Sodomites 
were obliterhted and only their name 
and history have come down to us. 
Their utter destruction by eternal fire 
or heavenly fire rained upon them was 
a complete destruction. Their experi- 
ence pictures forth the utter destruc- 
tion of all whom God will finally re- 
ject as unworthy of eternal life. Not 
that fire and brimstone would be rain- 
ed upon all, but that utter destruction 
will come upon all disapproved by the 
Almighty. Who thinks that St. Jude 
meant that the fire that destroyed the 
Sodomites was an eternal one? Who- 
ever thinks that it is still burning as a 
literal blaze should take a look at the 
picture of the Dead Sea and note that 
there are no fires there. The thought 
is that the fire, which is a symbol of 
destruction, did ita work thoroughly. 
completely, leaving not a vestige of 
these condemned to destruction. 

The Sodomites all went to hell—to 
the Bible hell—to the state of death 
But they did ot go to the bell which 
was manufactured by our forefathers 
during the dark ages—a hell of eternal 
torture. We have Bible testimony on 
the subject, which we will produce. 
They are unconscious now like the re- 
mainder of the dead, waiting for the 
resurrection. And the tesurrection op- 
portunity will come to them, as well 
as to all the remainder of Adam's 
race; because they, as well an ul otb- 
ers, are redemed by the precious blood 
of Christ—by the sacrifice which he 
finished at Calvary, Thle is not spec- 
ulative:' We have the words qt the 
Master himself on the subject. Let us 
take our information, our wisdom from 
the proper quarter. Then our doubts 
and fears will speedily, dee away. 

. Net a Second Chance: 

We will produce the Bible testimony 
showing that the Sodomites will be re- 
leased and come forth during the me- 
diatorial reign of Messiah to enjoy a 
share of the blessings then to be pour- 
ed out upoù Israel and the world; and 
to bave an opportunity of coming into 
harmony with God and gaining eternal 
life. But we know that straightway 
somebody will any. No. Pastor Russell, 
that would be a second chance. and 
God has nowhere promised a second 
chance to any. Furthermore it would 
be be-littleing to the Divine Govern- 
ment to suppose that God, after giving 
one fair trial to a man and reaching a 
decision would conclude to give, bim 
another trial. as though Divine Justice 
were unable to determine the worthi- 
ness or unworthiness of the individual 
for eterna! life in one trial or testing. 

We fully agree with this sentiment, 
but call attention to the fact-that the 
Sodomites did not enjoy one trial for 
life. They and all mankind were 
“born in ain, shapen in iniquity; In sin 
aid their mothers conceive them.” 
They were born under the sentence, 
“Dying thou shalt die.” Neither they 
nor anyone else, therefore. could be 
placed upon trial for a future life ever- 
lasting or death everiasting. until re- 
leased from the original sentence ot 
death under which all were born. And 
no release from that death sentence 
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The Vengeance 
of Eternal Fire

placed on triaf for sre or death etêr- 
nal. Only the Church, therefore, ac- 
cepts this proposħion. ‘Fo this agrees 
the words of the Apostle, If we sin 
wilfully after that we have come to a 
knowledge of the Truth, there remain- 
eth no more sacrifice for sin (such bav- 
ing enjoyed and misused their share 
of the original sacrificey—nothing hut 
a fearful looking forward to or judg- 
ment (sentence) and fiery indignation, 
which will devour the adversaries of 
God—in the Second Death (Hebrews x, 
26). The Sodomites, therefore. did not 
enjoy any chance of eternal life. They 
knew 801 “the only name given under 
heaven or amongst mer: whereby we 
must be saved.“ Not only so, but the 
majority of mankind since Jesus’ day 
have never heard the Gospel in the 
true sense of the word hearing— They 
have never understoou, never appre- 
ciated, It fully. rigbtly, 


More Tolerabie For Sodomites. 

It may astonish some to know that 
Jesus, speaking of the judgment or 
trial of the world during the coming 
age, during his Mediatorial Kingdom, 
declared that that trial would be less 
severe upon the Sodomites thun upon 
some of those people to whom he 
preached. who would also bave a 
share in the opportunities of that 
great epoch—dn opportunity, with the 
Sodomites, of reconciliation to God 
and the attainment of eternal life, 
His words were, Woe unto you Cho- 
razzin and Bethsaida, for if the mighty 
works which bave been done in you 
had been done in Sodom uud Gomor- 
rah. they would have repented loug 
ago in sackcloth and nshes. Therefore 
I say unto you, It shall be more tol- 
erable for Tyre and Sidon in the day 
of judgment [the world's trial time, 
the Millennium) than for you (Mat- 
thew il, 22, 23). What more could we 
ask upon this subject? What higher 
authority could be invoked than the 
Great Judge himself? 

It will not do to say that Jesus did 
not refer to the same licentious Sod- 
omites mentioned by St. Jude in our 
text. It will not do to say that Jesus 
meant some Sodomites living In his 
day. because there were noue. The 
Master distinctly tells us that “the 
same day that Lot went out of Sodom 
it rained down fire and brimstone from 
heaven and destroyed them all” (Luke 
xvii. 20). When our Lord declares 
that “it shall be more tolerable for 
Sodom in the day of judgment than 
for Capernaum“ and the other cities 
in which he preached. he implies that 
it will still be tolerable for those peo- 
ple who heard him and who rejected 
his message. 


“Thus It Is Written.” 

This Gospel Age which began with 
our Lord’s sufferings and trying expe- 
riences, and which has continued those 
experiences with bis followers, bus for 
its object the preparation, the quallifi- 
cation, of those who will be the Judges 
of the world lu the coming Age. They 
must ull be developed In the fruits und 
graces of the Holy Spirit—**meekness, 
patience, brotherly kindness, love.“ 
else that will not be fit to be the 
Judges of mankind by and by. It is 
required that al) become copies of the 
Redeemer, God's deur Son, St. Paul 
tells us this, saying, “Know ye not 
that the salnts shall judge the world?’ 
and that God has foreordained that all 
of these judges must be copies of his 
Son? (Romans vili, 29; 1 Corinthians 
vi, 2). 

Come back with me to the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures and note how the Di- 
vine Spirit dictated this matter of the 
future trial of the Sodomites to one of 
the prophets aud caused it to be writ- 
ten for our instruction. Alas! as Jesus 
said, we have been “slow of beart to 
believe all that the prophets have 
spoken”. (Luke Aly. 25). Through 
Hxeékie) the Prophet. the Lord explains 
that when ‘the restitution time shall 
come at the Second Advent of our 
Lord in the glory of bis Kingdom, then 
the Divine blessing .will come upon 
Israel now cast off. Nor will the bless- 
ing of Messiah's Kingdom come upon 
Larne - only!? It will extend to all the 
families of the earth. Through the 
Prophet the Lord specially emphasized 
to Israel her two sister nations, Sodom 
and Samaria. The Lord pointed out 
that in the day of their pride and pros- 
perity they diadained these sister na- 
tions as being far beneath them and 
unworthy of their notice in every way. 
But in the restitution times (Acts III. 
19) they will be giad to bave a share 
of the Divine favor in conjunction with 
those nations formerty despised. 


The I, declares that ft ia nat be- 
vause of the worthiness or any ot tuese 


thut be proposes their restitution, but 
becuuse of his glorious character, for 
which his namesake. Let me quote 
to you this remarkably clear state- 
ment of the Divine purposes future; 
and let us notice that it is emphatic- 
ally declared that the ones to be re- 
stored and blessed. are the very ones 
‘who perished in the days of Lot. We 
read. 

“Bodom thy sister hath not done 
*.* nus thou hast done * Be 
hold, this was the iniquity ot thy siè- 
ter Sodom, pride; fulness of bread, 
‘nod abundance of Mievess was to her, 
+ > © neither did she strengthen the 
‘tind of the poor and the‘needy. And 
they were haughty, and committed 
abomination before me; therefore 1 
took them awny as I saw god. [God

hast done, in that thou art a comfort 
unto them. When thy sisters Sodom 
and her daughters shall return to thelr 
former estate, and Samaria gnd her 
daughters return .to their foes es- 
tate, then thou and thy duughters 
shall return to your former estate, 
„I will remember my Covenant 
with thee in the days of thy youth 
and I will establish unto them an 
everlasting Covenant [the New Law 
Covenant of which Messinh is the 
Mediator and which. under his Media- 
torial Kingdom shall bless Israel and 
all who will come Into Israel under 
the glorious terms of that New Cove- 
nent] (Jeremiah xrxi, 81). á 
“Then thdu shalt remember thy 
‘ways and be ashamed when shalt 
receive thy sisters, thine eldér and thy 
younger: and I will give them unto 
thee for daughters, but not by thy 
Covenant [not under your present 
Law Covenant, but under the New 
Law Covenant and its better Media-

How wonderful It át first seems to 
us to aud at we really have a good 
kind, loving God, and not an unmerci- 
ful and vengeful one! Sọ grossly | 
we deceived respecting his chatacter, 
by the traditions handed down from 
the past, that we gave him the rev- 
erence of fear, rather than that of 
love and devotion. The clearer light 
comes to us as a fresh revelation of 
the meaning of the Apostle's words 
when he wrote about “lengths and 
breadths and heights and depths of 
love of God, which passeth all under- 
standing.” 

The words of the Lord through the 
prophet come to our minds, “Fear not 
their fear, neither be afraid.” ‘Their 
fear of me is not of me, but is taught 
by the precepts of man.” “As the 
heavens are higher than the earth, so 
are my .ways higher than your ways 
and my plans higher than your plans.” 
Oh! Thank God that it is so! To all 
eternity we shall praise God that he 
did not allow our forefathers to make 
him or change his character. Yes, and 
he is the same yesterday, today and 
forever. He changes not. The great, 
wise. just. loving plan for the salva- 
tion of mankind which he is now car- 
rying out was the very one “which he 
purposed in himself before the world 
was created.“ The plan of selecting 
the Church through flery trials, throngh 
the straight gate and narrow way, for 
nineteen centuries, was what he pur- 
posed in advance; for the Apostle says 
that he foreknew the Church in Christ. 

Likewise the times of restitution 
soon to come for the world of mankind 
he foreknew and predestinated, and 
made all the arrangements for, just as 
they are being carried out now. The 
end will be glorious. His name will 
shine resplendently when the mists 
have cleared away, and when the Sun 
of Righteousness shall arise with heal- 
ing in his beams, scattering all the 
darkness and degradation of sin and 
superstition. 

“Then we'll see what God hath wrought! 
Then we'll praise him, praise him as we 
ought.” 
“To You It Is Given.” 

We are well aware that only the few 
can see the beauties of this subject as 
we see them. We are aware that only 
those to whom “it is given to know” 
will understand in the sense of fully 
appreciating the depth of the Divine 
message. But we are sure that all 
such will rejoice more and more in the 
God of our salvation, as they come to 
appreciate his worthiness of our love 
and confidence and devotion, 

As for those who shall under Divine 
tests prove themsetxes sympathetic 
with iniquity, we are glad that the 
Divine sentence lu that they Shall have 
from the Bternal One a destruction 
total, complete—one from which there 
will be no recovery, no redemption, no 
resurrection. “They aball de as though 
they had not been“ But all the willing 
and the obedient shall have the bless- 
ing of the Lord unto life eternal 
either on the spirit plane as members 
of the Church of the firstborns or on 
the human plane as members of the 
saved Israel restored to human perfec- 
tion. ”

Ordinance No. X5. 


An Ordinance to provide for the 
licensing and regulation of charg- 
es for transporting persons for 
hire, with vehicles and automo- 
biles in the City of Salisbury, 
Maryland, and the conditions gov- 
erning same. 


Seotion 1, Be i¢ enacted and ordain 
ed by the Mayor and Couuoil of Salis - 
bury, Maryland; That no person, firm 
or corporation shall ase, drive or op- 
erate in Sthe City uf Salisbury any 
wagon, oarriage, bus, surrey, or auto- 
mobile, or any other vehiole, for trans- 
portation of persons for hire, from 
place to place within said City of 
Salisbury, unless said vehicle ar au- 
tomobile be registered, and a license 
therefor be granted by the Mayor and 
Counoil of Salisbury. 

Sention 2, And be it further enacted 
and ordained; That the owner or own- 
ers of auch vehicles or automobiles 
shall on or before the Fifteenth day of 
August, in the year nineteen hun- 
dred and ten, at said period each year 
therafter, appear at the office of the 
Olerk of the Mayor and Oounnil of 
Salisbury at Oity Hall, Salisbury, 
Maryland, there enter his. her or 
their name or names, place or places 
of abode, and the number to be affixed 
to the vehicle or automobile owned 
by him, her or them ina book to be 
kept for that purpose, which entry 
shall be aknowledged by the signature 
of each owner or owners with his, 
her or their proper name or firm, and 
whenever any person or presons shall 
intehd to Suse, drive or operate any 
vehicle aforesaid or automobile ae 
aforesaid, he, she or they shall make 
euch application as aforesaid, and the 
proeedings above described shall take 
place: provided the shid Olerk shall 
not allow any duplicate numbers to be 


Bed. 

Seotion 8, Be it further enacted and 
ordained: That such owner, or own 
ere shall after having made such ent 
as aforesaid, receive from said Oler 
a lionnse atating the number of wag- 
ons, carriages, busses, surreys, auto- 
mobiles or other vehicles entered 
and the place or places of a of the 
owner or owners thereof and the time 
for which said license is to ron and 
each Owner or owners shall thereupon 
pay the said Olerk for the use of the 
corporation for each vehicle or auto- 
mobile, by him, her or them entered, 
the sum of one dollar. The sald lio- 
ense ahall run for one year, and if is- 
sued after August 15th 1910, or any 
other year, eame shall expire on Aug: 
ust 15th, next from the time issued. 

Section 4, And be it further enacted 
and ordained; That any person, firm 
or corporatiion violating any of the 
provisions of the preceding sections 
of this ordinance shall spon conviction 
be fined the sum of Five Dollars. 

Seotion 6, And be it farther enacted 
and ordained; That upon the issuance 
of the license aforesaid by the Olerk 
of the Mayor and Ooupoil of Salis- 
bury, that suid Clerk aball at the same 
time deliver to such owner or owners 
of said vebivies or automobiles a num- 
ber corresponding with the number 
set forth in his, her or their License, 
and same shall by said owner or avent 
be attached to the vehicle or auto- 
mobile 80 licensed in auch a position 
as can be readily seen. 

Section 6, And be it farther enacted 
aud crdained; That no owner or own- 
ers using, driviing or ting any 
auoh vehicle or automobile in the City 
nf Salisbary, for the transportation of 
persons for hire shall oharge a great- 
er sum than fifteen oents for trans- 
portation from any point to any other 
point in said Oity sunrise 
and sunset. nor za greater sam than 
twenty five cents between sunset and 
sunrise.

Text, Psalm 91, verse 1: He that dwell- 
eth in the secret place of the Most High 
shall abide under the shadow of the Al- 
mighty.” 

To me this is one of the sweetest 
portions of God's word, because it is 
poetic, but far more than that for the 
reason that it holds up before us one 
of the greatest privileges that can 
come to the children of God. 

It is very true that all Christians do 
not occupy the same position in this 
world. All are saved by the same 
“precious blood of Christ.” But there 
is so much more to the Christian life 
than simply being saved; that is only 
a beginning. The, blessings offered 
are given to every one. God ig no 
respecter of persons, and it is as if 
he had said any one who will fulfill 
the conditions may He the blessing; 
and there is only the one condition, 
namely, that we dwell in the “secret 
place of the Most High; the bless- 
ings here promised are not for all be- 
levers, but only for those who live 
in close fellowship with God. Every 
child looks toward the inner sanctu- 
ary and the mercy seat, but all do not 
dwell there, They run to it at times, 
enjoy occasional glimpses of the face 
of him who is there to be seen, but 
they do not continually abide in the 
mysterious presence, and yet it is pos- 
sible for every one. 

There is one beautiful thought about 
a shadow that always interests, for 
the nearest thing to me as 1 walk in 
the sunshine ig my shadow, and he 
who walks in my shadow is very near 
to me, and he who is in the shadow of 
of the Alntighty must be very near to 
him. Again, theré never is a shadow 
without a light: thus the secret place 
is a place of brightness. It is a place 
where God Is. 

In the one hundred and nineteenth 
Psalm the psalmist seems to bo beat- 
ing out the ore of thought through 
successive paragraphs of power and 
beauty, when suddenly in the fifty- 
first verse he seems to have become 
conscious that he of whom he had 
been speaking had drawn near, for 
with uplifted face of reverence and 
ecstasy he cried: “Thou art near, O 
Lord!“ If we could only attain unto 
‘this, how strong, how happy, how use- 
ful we should be. 

The typical reference must be the 
holy place of the tabernacle in the 
wilderness; ouside the tabernacle was 
covered with badger skins, but inside 
just beyond the vell was glory and 
magnificence wrought in gold, silver, 
purple and fine linen. Thus it is with 
the “secret place of the Most High.” 


In the fourth verse of the Psalm it 


says: “He shall cover thee with his 
feathers.” What place so warm as 
the covered nest, the tiny birds there 
kept from harm by the mother bird? 
But listen to this, if you will only 
dwell in the “secret place” you shall 
abide under the shadow of the Al- 
mighty, and as if that would not be 
tender enough to woo us, we are told 
again: He shall cover thee with his 
feathers, and under his wings thou 
shalt trust.” 

If we had been with Jacob when he 
had bis dream we would have seen 
only Jacob asleep with a stone for his 
pillow. 

We would only have seen Paul in 
his tent, but he was up in the third 
heaven and he heard things he could 
not tell. 

In the secret place there is peace; 
“in the world we shall have tribula- 
tion, but in me ye shall have peace.” 

In the secret place there is purity. 
The unholy man could not see God if 
be were set down in the midst of 
heaven, but men and women whose 
hearts are pure see him in the very 
commonest things of life, 

In the secret place there is power. 
If we will dwell there we shall have 

er to live Christ before the world. 
n no place do we read of power of 
intellect or of human might, but there 
is a promise that we shall have power 
after the Holy Spirit shall come 
upon us. 

How may I enter the secret place? 
Jesus said: “I am the door; by me, 
if any man will, he shall enter in.” 

It is just what Paul meant when he 
said: “But now in Christ Jesus ye 
who sometimes were afar off are made 
nigh by the blood of Christ.” 

Did you ever talk aloud to God? 
Try it when you are alone, Then 
listen to him. He will tell you things 
it will not be lawful to tell, and will 
give you the joy that will help you 
tell to others what he bas done for 
you.

4 bull's hood is ib ease of good har- 
ness leather; in width it is 28 inches; 
in depth 18 inches; the ear holes are 
three Inches in dlameter, and the horn 
two and 4 half inches; these are five 
inches apart, measuring to the cen- 
ter, and eight between the horns, says 
a writer in Home and Farm. The 
edges should be smooth that there be 
no abrasion of the skin about eat or 
hern from a comfertable fit. If too 
large, a gore a few inches in depth,can 
be talen out and then laced. Or abet- 
ter way is to out and bevel opposite 
edges and lap over to a snug fit and 
rivet. Four oil-tanned hame strings 
are riveted one side, and four short 
double pieces, with a loop, on the op- 
posite side. The hood is laeed under 
the jaw and securely tied. 

Dehoraħag only partially, but the 
hood effectually, subdues the most vi- 
cious bull. I own a Jersey bull (Tor- 
mentor); at one year of age he showed

an ugly disposition. I had his horns 
sawed off close to the head; now at 
two years of age, he wears a hood, 
having made a determined effort to kill 
the milkman. Of the number owned 
within the past 20 years each has, at 
some time, shown a disposition for 
mischief, and two of them severely 
hurt the keeper. Bulls are dangerous 
when, carelessly handled, and so are 
cows if they have not been handled 
when young; a Jersey heifer, without 
being more or less handled, soon be- 
comes wild and it is a doubtful and dif- 
ficult job to make a gentle cow of her. 
This breed of cattle is exceedingly 
nervous, and must have early and gen- 
tle treatment, for this trait is con- 
vertible and becomes viciousness.

been something wrong with the care 


cf the ewe; either her feed has not 
been right or she has been hurt in 
some way, or she was long in lambing 
and the attendant did not help her as 
soon as he should. Sometimes there 
is something abnormal about the lamb 
itself, so that no effort would avail in 
saving its life, - 

But usually lambs come with sufi- 
lent life in them co that they may be 
saved, even though weak, if proper 
sare Is given. And it takes a man 
interested in his work to give proper 
avo. A man has no business caring 
or cheep unless it hurts him almost 
ts much to see a lamb die as it would 
9 see a child die. Not that the lamb 
“vals the child in Importance, but 
i man caring for his flock should have 
vch an affection tor his charges, and 
uch a pride in them, that he simply 
'nnnot bear to age them die, if he 
in save them, no matter how great 
u effort he must make, Such a man 

fil make a success of raising his 
tock. 

The ewe should be trimmed about 
ne udder just before or after lamb- 
ng so that the lamb may suckle; 
nd he should be helped in the proc 
‘ss If he is weak. He should be wiped 
‘ry at once after birth, if the weather 
's cold. If a ewe falls to give milk, 
he lamb must be fed a small amount 
t cow's milk at frequent intervals. 

If the ewe fails to owm her lamb, put 
zer in a dark pen with it for a time. 
t a ewe has lost her own lamb and 
ou wish her to take a twin from an- 
other ewe, spread the akin of her own 
load lamb over the body of the one 
‘ho ls to take, aud there will be no 

rouble,

huckleberries, blueberries, about the 
value of the Maryland berry or South» 
ern for that matter, as compared with 
the Maine fruit. Ithink I hava solved 
thé question. It ia well known with 
us that there are three varieties of 
What we know as Huckleberries viz, 
the high bush blae, soft. the high 


| bush blue dangler, seedy and the low 


bush black seedy, otherwise known as 
hog or ground berries. 

As interpreted in Maine the names 
of these varieties are about as follows, 
The hog berry, ie the huckleberry, the 
high bush seedy blue whortlebery 
and the high bush soft blues, blue- 
berries and these last compare quite 
favorably with the Maine blueberry 
both as to size and flavor except that 
the Maine berry is dweeter. I took a 
can of my berries, and cut with a 
packer here in Portland today and we 
both agreed that they were similar, 
(mine are high bus ft blues.) hav- 
ing added more sugar in packing 
them. Farther to test the berries 
before going into cans and to see 
how they grow here I ‘‘took to the 
woods. Last Saturday I went down 
into the country 25 miles from Port - 
land where the onuntry for miles was 
a vas: wilderness of blueberry bushes 
and where I stripped the berries off 
by almost handfuls and found them 
sweeter from the bush than ours but 
otherwise about the same. I was in- 
formed that u blue berty wilderness 
or. ,'plsins’’ as they desiguate them 
needs a fire burning over them clear 
about once in ten years and if not so 
burnt that other growthe will kill out 
the blueberry bushes. While these 
bushes were only 6 to 8 inches high 
they grow larger year by year. This 
of course, was Western Maine. the 
principal canneries greater number of 
them and quantity of berries, are in 
the eastern part of the State, Wash- 
ington Oounty aa wellas in New 
Brunswiok, Maine being the largest 
dlusberry packing State in the union 
and probably packs many more of 
them than the balance of the United 
States. Their method of gathering 
them will account for their ability to 
pack so large quantities of so small a 
berry. They have blueberry rakes! 
that are manufactured and sold for 
that purpose so that they go in the! 
plains and rake them down instead of 
the slow method of handpiking, and 


in the season, families move ont und 
camp in the plains, or berry wilder- 
ness to gather them by this method 
resorting to winnowing or grain fans 
to clean off leaves and trash, A great 
many families are thus enabled toi 
gain a livelihood; in some cases geot- | 
ting all, in others sharing witk the 
land owners.

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WAR ON TYPHOID FEVER - 


se i Soe 7 > Cane 
What Gan Bo Done. 


Chivago is about to show the coun- 
try what can be acoomplished by a 
great oity through scientific warfare 
on typhoid fever. 

Although the oity set a record last 
year for low typhoid death rate that 
no other large center population in 
this country can rival, a new cam- 
paign to eliminate every remaining 
cause for the spread of the disease has 
been started and to accomplish this 
purpose the co-operation of the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service has 
been enlisted by the Chicago Health 
Department. It was this Federal 
service which stamped out yellow 
fever in New Orleans in 1905 and 
waged anccesefal warfare upon the 
invasion of the bubunio plague in San 
Franoisco following the big fire. Dr. 
Leslie Leon Lumsden, passed assist - 
ant surgeon in the United States Pub- 
lio Health and Marine Hospital ser- 
vice, 18 in Obicago to superintend the 
campaign, co-operating with Health 
Commissioner Evans, at whose invi- 
tation the Federal work has been un- 
dertaken. 


Chicago To Be Example. 

The Government desires to set up 
Obicago as an example to the coun- 
try. Theoity wishes to reduce toa 
minimum the already low death toll 
of the typboid germ. July. August 
and September are the three months 
of the year when typhoid is moat 
prevalent. For these months the 
chart of typhoid shows a peak that 
pushes ap the average for the year. 
To eliminate this peak“ is she in- 
tention of Federal and city health 
officers. 

**Chicago the second largest oity in 
the United States has the lowest 
death rate from typhoid fever in the 
conntry.’ said Dr. Lumsden in out- 
lining the campaign. ‘Last year it 
established a record that excels that 
of any other -lerge American city. 
But we are not satisfied. We want 
Ohicago to be free from typhoid as the 
healthiest cities of Europe, where or- 
ganization to combat the disease has 
been perfeoted through years of ap- 
plication. 

‘*Ohicago’s record was 18 death 
for every 100,000 of population. The 
average in New York rans somewhat 
higher, between 15 and 20 for every 
100,000. Bat Chicago should equal 
the record of cities like Berlin, Vien- 
na and Rottterdam where the average 
ia between three and six.“ 


Three Principal Causes. 

Oauses of the spread of typhoid in 
most commupities were given as three 
in nomber—impure drinking water, 
contaminated milk suppiy and im- 
proper care of the sick. 

The reason why Chicago has estab- 
lished its record is held to ba beoauve 
of the diversion of much of the sew- 
age from Lake Michigan and because 
pasteurization of wili is carried on 
more generally in Chicago than in 
any other city. 

That leaves the third source of 
infection as the one upon which we 
must concentrate our attack, said 
Dr. Lumsden. ‘‘The question resolves 
itself into one of uncleannese—that 
is, not mechanical unolespnenss but 
specific uncléanness. 

The typhoid germ is about one 
twelve thousandth of an inch long 
and one thirty six thousandth of an 
inch thick, and a fly may carry 
millions of tbem, ” 


To Report All Gases. 

Co-operation of the physicians of 
the oity, so that every case of typhoid 
fever will be reported to the Health 
Department ig one of the first import- 
ant things to be secured. While all 
typhoid deaths are reonrded, it is he- 
lieved that only abont one half of the 
cases not resulting fatally are reported 
at all. With every oase known the 
health offlociuls purpose to surround 
eaoh with conditions to confine the 
disease. 

„A great many people do sat real- 
ize that typhoid over spremds just as 
surely as smallpox, though in & difor- 
ent way, said Health Com lover 
Evans. It ia carried on the nages 
hands from the sickroom to fother 
parts of the house, and goming in oon- 
tact with food, it enters the system of 
well members of the household. Flies 
carry it, and conatitnte one of the 
principal agents for communicating 
the disease. Every entrance to the 
siok chamber should be made fly proof 
or the patient should be remcved to a 
hospital. *

NEED OF GOOD FERTILIZERS 


Application of Commercial Produc 
Enhanced Wheat Growers =" 
Chances for Big Yields. 

With the majority of farmers the 
use of commercial fertilizers in wheat 
seeding has become quite the . rule. 
While they do not use particufarly 
large quantities per acre, they have 
found from experience that 200 to 400 
lbs, per acre annually is a good in- 
vestment. 

In many sections wheat has become 
rather an uncertain crop, and those 
who raise it year after year, appre- 
ciate the necessity of furnishing com- 
plete cultural conditions and seeing 
to it that the soil contains sufficient 
plant food to feed the crop through to 
maturity. In other words, taking every 
precaution that will reasonably as- 
sure fairly good yields and profits. 

The season just past has demon- 
strated that even in good wheat years 
when fields without special treatment 
proved profitable, the application of 
commercial fertilizers pays, the ad- 
vantage of applying fertilizers is read- 
ily apparent. When fertilizers pay in 
good years, the results from its use is 
all the more striking in off years 
when the general crop proves a fall- 
ure. ? 

The growing of wheat, in fact any 
crop, is surrounded with enough un- 
certainties without trying to make 
good yields on poor solls which have 
shown their gradual impoverishment 
by the decreasing yield each succeed- 
ing season. 

By applying commercial fertilizers 
the wheat grower’s chances for good 
yields are materially enhanced, and as 
no one can foretell whether the sea- 
son will prove unfavorable, it is econ- 
omy to use fertilizers on every seed- 
ing. ‘One of the chief functions of 
commercial fertilizers with wheat, is 
to furnish the young plant with plenty 
of available plant food right from the 
start, enabling them to make rapid 
and vigorous growth at a time when 


un will mean most to the later develop- 


ment of the plant. With such a start 
the roots soon reach down into the 
soll wher they gather food from the 
less available sources. This keeps 
the plant growing steadily all through 
the season. With the use of fertilizers 
ther is no standing still, which is oft- 
en the case where no fertilizer is 
used. The most perfectly prepared 
seed bed will not present a condition 
suitable for rapid growth unless there 
is plenty of available plant food near 
the surface where the first formed 
rootlets can readily find it.

It ia quite interesting to watch their 
modes of-living, as their habits of pro- 
curing food have to be entirely differ- 
ent from what they are in summer. 

Every fairly pleasant morning by 
the time it is light they fly away and 
are not seen again until near sunset, 
when they return individually and go 
into the bird houses, several occupying 
one house, and all on the same build- 
ing. 

Mr. Hoxsie has about his place 32 
bird houses, all of which were acou- 
pied last season, there being two nests 
of bluebirds and 20 nests of stump 
swallows. 

Besides these there were raised 
about the buildings four nests of barn 
swallows, one nest of chimney swal- 
lows, and seven nests of eave swal- 
lows. As these would average four 
young birds to each nest, the number 
raised, with-the old ones added, would 
make approximately 200 birds. 

Then there were within 500 feet of 
the house ten robin-nests, one oriole, 
one waxwing, one house wren, two 
chipping, two ground sparrows and one 
king bird, making in all 18 nests, and 
with tnese young and old added would 
make a total of 300 insect-destroying 
songsters that were not only a contin- 
ual joy, but a source of rare profit in 
the great number of gnats, dies, bugs 
and worms dally consumed. 

Mr. Hoxsle attributes a big yield of 
apples last season to the destruction 
by the birds of the insect pest that in- 
fects the apples from bloom to finish. 
If every farmer would put up a few 


suitable bird houses it would soon |, 


make a vast difference to the raising 
of farm products.—Westerly Sun. 


Biggest Dam In the World. 

The secretary of the interior has di- 
rected the reclamation service to take 
up immediately the extensive prelim- 
inary work on the Rio Grande project 
in New Mexico and Texas, so that 
actual construction on the foundations 
of the Eagle dam shall be finished by 
July, 1911. 

The Rio Grande project, of which 
the Eagle dam is the most important 
engineering feature, will provide for 
the reclamation of 180,000 acres of land 
lying in New Mexico, Texas and Mex- 
ico, in the valley where irrigation be- 
gan before the discovery of America. 

It is estimated that the entire pro- 
ject will cost approximately $9,000,000. 
The Eagle dam as planned by the rec- 
lamation service will be one of the 
most remarkable structures of its kind 
in the world. It will be of rubble con- 
crete, gravity type, with a maximum 
height of 266 feet, length of crest 1,400 
feet, and will contain 410,000 cubic 
yards. The reservolr created by it 
will be the largest artificial body of 


” | water in the world, having a capacity 


of 2,588,000 acre feet, or enough water 
to cover that many acres a foot deep. 
Its capacity is nearly double that of 
the Roosevelt dam in Arizona and is 
considerably greater than that of the 
famous Assouan dam, constructed and 
recently enlarged by the Engish en-

BALTIMORE MD. 
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Sermon by 


Utica, N. Y., Aug. 21.—Pastor Rus- 
sell of Brooklyn Tabernacle preached 
here twice today to large audiences. 
We report one of his discourses from 
the above text. He said in part:— 

One of the wonderful things about 
the Bible and the Christianity founded 
upon the Bible’s teachings is the fact 
that it contains so much sympathy— 
comfort for the bereaved, the sorrow- 
ing, the troubled. This is not true of 
any other book or any other religion 
in the world. And who is there that 
does not at some time in life need sym- 
pathy, need encouragement, need a 
powerful and loving friend such as our 
Bible assures us our God is to all who 
will accept his favor? 

But our great Adversary, Satan, 
seeks to make the light appear dark 
and the darkness appear light. He 
seeks to negative the testimonies of 
God's Word, and, to a very great de- 
gree, his deceptions have been success- 
ful, as is witnessed by the creeds of 
Christendom. Practically all of our 
creeds, even though they assert that 
God is gracious, merciful, kind and 
loving, contradict this description of 
him and his Plan for humanity in 
monstrous terms, fiendish in the ex- 
treme. The majority of creeds tell us 
of his foreordination and pre-arrange- 
ment of whatsoever comes to pass and 
that this signifies that a saintly - 
ful will gain eternal life in joy in 
heaven, and that the unsaintly thou- 
sands of millions of heathendom and 
Christendom are equally foreordained 
to spend an eternity of torture fore- 
known, foreintended and provided for 
before thelr creation. Is there com- 
fort in this? Is such a plan God-tike 
or Satanic? Could any intelligent and 
good being rejoice in such a plan of 
damnation or sincerely worship an Al 
mighty God who would so misuse his 
unlimited power to distress his cree- 
tures, “born in sin, shapen in iniquity: 
in sin did their mothers conceive them?" 

The minority of Christian creeds de- 
Clare the same results, but that they 
were not designed of God. not fore- 
known by him, not predestinated. They 
tell us in other words that we have an 
incompetent God. well-meaning, but 
deficient in wisdom and in power. Is 
there any comfort in this? Would it 
assuage the grief and pain of those 
suffering in eternal torment if they 
could be assured that their lot was 
such, not because of Divine premedita- 
tion and design. but because of Divine 
Incompetence? Surely there is no com- 
fort to be had from such a view! 

After all, we Protestants did not 
make much of an improvement upon 
the theory held by our forefathers 
against which we protested in the six- 
teenth century. Surely purgatorial 
tortures of a few centuries are no 
worse, no less comforting than our 
Protestant conceptions of an eternity 
of torture for all the non-elect. Our 
Catholic forefathers manufactured Pur- 
gatory without a shred of Scripture 
upon which to base the theory. They 
built it in their imaginations; they In- 
vented its fires and tortures. Our 
Protestant forefathers, using their im- 
aginations, gave us an eternal torment 
hell—not more tangible, not more Scrip- 
tural than Purgatory. They did in- 
deed use a Scriptural term—sheol. 
hades, hell—but, overlooking the fact 
that these words all signify the state 
of death, the condition of the dead, 
they wrested the language and warped 
it in an unscriptural manner to signify 
torture. The penalty or “wage of sin 
is death.” They made of it torture 
everlasting, without the slightest au- 
thority of Scripture except a misunder- 
stood and misapplied parable, which, 
rightly understood, teaches a totally 
different lesson. The false Gospel 
bas surely lost its power. People are 
becoming too intelligent to endure it. 
As a consequence attendance at 
Churches is decreasing and reverence 
for God is diminishing. Infidelity, call- 
ed Higher Criticism, etc., is increasing. 

The need of the hour is the Gospel 
of comfort. St. Paul declares what 
we all know, namely, that “the whole 
creation groaneth and travaileth in 
pain together until now waiting for 
the manifestation of the sons of 
God.“ Here we see the necessity for 
this Gospel of comfort. We see also 
that God has provided it and that it is 
coming to the world in the end of this 
Age, in the dawning of the new Age. 
It will come to the world in general 
as soon as the elect Church shall have 
been selected and, by the “First Res- 
urrection” power, glorified with her 
Lord as his Kingdom class, as the 
glorified sons of God, whose mission 
it will be to bless all the families of 
the earth. 


“Father of Mercies—God of All Com- 

f fort.” 

When St. Paul says, “Knowing the 
terrors of the Lord,” he evidently re- 
fers to the fact that our Creator baš 
declared that “the wage of sin is 
death” (not eternal torment); that “the 
soul that sinneth. it shall die“ (not live 
in torment); that “all the wicked will 
God. destroy” (not preserve in fire); 
and that only such as come into vital 
‘relationship with the Redeemer can 
have everlasting life. Koowing these 


things respecting the Divine covern- 
ment we persuade men everywhere, 


“Be ye reconciled to God“ and thus 


attain the only eternal life which be |

“Comfort one another with these 
words” (I Thessalonians iv, 18). 


comfort #80 aboundeth by Christ. 
And whether we be’ afflicted, it 18 for 
your, comfort and salvation * * or 
whether we be comforted, it is for 
your romfort and salvation, * * * know- 
ing that as ye are partakers of the 
sufferings, so shall ye be also of the 
comfort” (II Corinthians 1, 3-7). 

What a wonderful statement respect- 
ing the Divine intentions for the com- 
fort of the world and the comfort of 
the Church, all proceeding from “the 
God of all comfort." Nothing written 
in any sacred books of any people at 
any time reveals such å God as the 
God of the Bible—a God infinite in 
Justice. Wisdom, Power and Love. It 
is he that is “working all things ac- 
cording to the counsel of his own good 
will.” for the ultimate comfort and 
salvation of as many of his creatures 
as will accept his favors, after being 
brought to a knowledge of the Truth 
respecting them. The Church is now 
comforted during this Gospel Age 
(saved to the highest plane of the 
heavenly nature) and during the com- 
ing Age the world is to be comforted 
and saved to the human nature—as 
many as will. For the world this 
menns the glorious opportunity of the 
mediatorial reign of Christ which will 
constitute their time of restitution, up- 
lifting. resurrection to all that was lost 
in Adam and redeemed by the precious 
blood of Christ (Acts ili. 19-21). 


“Comfort—With These Words.” 

In order to appreciate the meaning 
of our text we must consider the 
words of the Apostle preceding it, be- 
ginning with the 13th verse. He de- 
clares, “I would not have you to be 
ignorant. brethren. concerning them 
which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others which have no hope.” 
All Christian people agree that the 
werd sleep here refers to those who 
died. They are not asleep in heaven, 
of course, for there all is wakefulness 
and intelligence and joy. They are 
not asleep in Purgatory. of course, for, 
according to our Catholic friends, sleep 
there would be an impossibility. They 
are not asleep in an orthodox hell, for, 
according to the description given by 
Protestants, none could sleep there. 
Where, then, are those who are 
“asleep”? St. Paul says that we should 
not be ignorant concerning them. 
Have we not been ignorant in the past 
—foolishly ignorant? We have ignored 
the Apostle’s words entirely. We have 
refused to believe that any are asleep 
and claim that all are awake, alive—a 
few in heaven, the many in Purgatory 
or eterna! torture. 

But St. Paul was right! The entire 
Bible teaches that all who die fall 
asleep, Thus we learn of St. Stephen, 
the first Christian martyr, that he “fell 
asleep” (stoned to death). We read of 
the good and bad, kings and peasants, 
falling asleep in death. We read that 
King David slept with his fathers— 
some of them good, some of them bad. 
We read that Abraham slept with his 
fathers—some of them heathen: The 
Bible tells us where they sleep and that 
they will'all beawakened from the sleep 
of death in due time—in the resurrec- 
tion, during Messiah's reign of a thou- 
sand years, The Prophet declares that 
“Many that sleep in the dust of the 
earth shail awake, some to life ever- 
lasting and some to shame and lasting 
contempt” (Daniel xii. 2). 

Those who wil be awakened from 
the sleep of death unto resurrection of 
life will be the blessed and holy, the 
saintly, who will be associated with 
Messiah in the Kingdom work for the 
blessing and uplifting of the non-elect, 
Those who will be awakened from the 
sleep of death to shame and age-last- 
ing contempt will be the non-elect 
world; Their shame will be in propor- 
tion as they have enjoyed light, knowl- 
edge and opportunity and have failed 
rightly to appreciate and use these. 
They. will bave contempt from thelr 
fellows, in proportion as their short- 
comings of the present time will be 
shown up. Many highly esteemed 
amongst men will be awakened to that 
shame and agelasting contempt. But 
their case will not. be n hopeless one. 
Much of thelr weakness und derelic- 
tion were the result of Adam's trans- 
gression and the sinful conditions 
which have resulted, including unfa- 
vorable environment, God has pro- 
vided in Christ redemption for all from 
the sins and weaknesses resulting 
from Adam's disobedience and thus 
the entire race of Adam la guaranteed 
au Individual trial under favorable 
conditions—for life. everlasting or 
death everlasting. 

All who will render obedience to the 
laws and regulations of Messiah's 
Kingdom will begin to rise up, up. up. 
out of their fallen. degraded condition 
of sin, and be brought back to all that 
was lost in Adam and redbemed at 
Calvary. In proportion as they will 
retrace their steps and come back into 


A Bore trial to think of them as utter- 
ly destroyed in death and without hope 
of resuscitation, - resurrection, how 
much worse would it have been when, 
In our misunderstanding of God's plans, 
we thought of them as being in either 
Purgatory or eternal torture. Such a 
false conception of the Divine plans is 
even worse than to believe them with- 
out hope and extinct. 

The Apostle proceeds to point out the 
basis of this hope in these words, “If 
we believe that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them also which sleep 
in Jesus will God bring (from the dead) 
with (by) him” (I Thessalonians iv, 14), 
So, then, the Apostle declares, the 
resurrection ‘hope is the Christian hope, 
and the basis of the hope of: this resur- 
rection is that Jesus died that he might 
be man’s ransomer—that he arose from 
the dead that he might be the great 
Deliverer of mankind, the Prophét, 
Priest and King of God, and that he 
might gather to himself the elect 
Church, the Bride, the Lamb’s Wife, 
as his joint-heir. 

Ohristians, of course, in thinking of 
the resurrection of the dead, would pri- 
marily, chiefly, consider their dear 
ones of the ‘household of faith; hence 
the Apostle continues his argument, 
saying, that those of the Church living 
at the time of the Second Advent will 
not precede or hinder those members 
of the Church who have died during 
the past centuries, for the dead in 
Christ shall arise first—shall be awak- 
ened first from the sleep of death. 


“Them That Sleep In Jesus.” 


We cannot think that the Apostle re- 
fers merely to the Church in this case, 
for uniformly. in speaking of the resur- 
rection of the dead, he refers both to 
the Church and to the world, the 
“resurrection of the just and of the 
unjust.“ So in this case he evidently 
refers both to the Church and to the 
world as “asleep in Jesus.” The ex- 
pression will be noted as different from 
another one of his respecting those 
who “sleep in Christ.” The latter ex- 
pression evidently refers to the Church 
as the glorified members of The Christ. 
But in speaking of those asleep in 
Jesus be evidently has reference to the 
whole world of mankind. The whole 
world died in Adam without having a 
voice in the matter of their birth or 
trial or condemnation. “Condemnation 
came upon all because of one man’s 
disobedience.” Likewise justification 
is to pass upon all of our race through 
the precious merit of Christ's sacrifice, 
The fact that he “died, the just for the 
unjust,” constitutes his death a satis- 
faction price for the sins of the whole 
world. S 

From this standpoint, therefore, the 
whole world not only died in Adam, 
but now sleeps or waits unconsciously 
for a resurrection of the dead through 
the merit of our Redeemer’s sacrifice. 
If we believe that Christ died for our 
sins and laid the foundation thus for 
his great work of blessing the world of 
mankind, including the Church, the 
first-fruits, let us believe also that 
God who began his good work will not 
stop until he shall have brought forth 
judgment unto victory—until all the re- 


deemed world shall be brought to a 


knowledge ^f the Redeemer and of the 
Heavenly Father and to an opportunity 
for life everlasting through obedience. 
The world died in Adam—“In Adam all 
die.” Jesus is the Redeemer of the 
world. “Even so all in Christ shall be 
made alive.” 

The message has reached the Church 
only, as yet. In due time it will reach 
every member of the race. The Church 
is already reckonedly quickened from 
the dead by the holy Spirit and will 
shortly be born from the dead in the 
“First Resurrection.” The world, 
therefore, from the Divine standpoint 
is not dead in Adam now. but merely 
asleep in Jesus, waiting for the glori- 
ous time when, his Kingdom establish- 
ed, he shall call all mankind from the 
prison-house of death, from the tomb, 
that each may learn to the full of the 
grace of God in Christ, and have op- 
portunity for. attaining life everlasting. 

These are the words in which we are 
to comfort one another—words of hope 
respecting the resurrection of the dead, 
both the just and the unjust—words of 
sympathy, words of assurance, words 
that show that God is better than all 
our fears; that yet in a little while 
he that shall come will establish his 
Kingdom—first the Church in glory 
and secondly Israel and all the fam- 
{lies of the earth through them. Bvery- 
thing connected with the Divine mes- 
sage is full of hope, full of encourage- 
ment, full of blessing, to those in the 
condition to receive it.

Delicious Dinner Salad, Chantlily Tarte 
With Fresh Strawberrics—How 
to Prepare Boiled Lettuce and 
Other Hints to the Cook. 


Dinner Salad—For a dinner ‘salad 
‘shred u small head of cabbage and let 
it stand in ice water for an hour or 
two. Just before it is to be served 
drain and dry it, mix it with very fine- 
ly cut white celery—enough to give it 
a celery flavor—and toss it thoroughly 
in the following dressing: Rub a bowl 
with the cut side of a plece of garlic, 

put in a salt spoonful of salt, a dash 
of pepper, a drop of tabasco sauce and 
six tablespoonfula of olive oil. When 
the ingredients are blended add a 
tablespoonful of terragon vinegar and 
emulsify. 

Boiled Lettuce—Boiled lettuce is 
little known to the average house- 
keeper, but it has many friends among 
Europeans. The heads should be 
cleaned, washed and tied so that the 
leaves will be close together. Put the 
lettuce heads ina large saucepan in 
which they will be apart and cook them 
in boiling salted water until tender. 
Lift them carefully from the pan, drain 
them and press free of water. Put 
them in a circle on a round dish and 
cover with a sauce made of melted but- 
ter seasoned with salt, pepper and a 
little vinegar. Or it may be served 
with cream sauce, 

Home Made Bonbons.—Colored bon- 
bons, home made, are served with tea 
instead of cube sugar. They are usu- 
ally flavored with lemon. Tea with 
lemon clears the complexion. For ex- 
haustion tea should be drunk clear 
and sipped very slowly. 7 

Stuffed White Cherries.—White cher“ 
ries stuffed with 


Strawberry Sponge. — Strawberry 
sponge is made as follows: Soak hal a 
box of gelatine in a cup and a half of 
cold water. Add a cupful of sugar and 
when the jelly is cold, but*before it be- 
gins to thicken, stir in a pint of straw- 
berries that have been mashed and 
rubbed through a sieve. Fold in the 
stimy beaten whites of two eggs and 
when the mixture is thoroughly blend- 
ed turn into one large or several small 
individual molds and place on the ice. 
Serve with cream. 

Almond Cake Filling—For almond 
cake filling beat the whites of two eggs 
stiff and whip into them a cupful and 
hree-quarters of powdered sugar. Add 
half a pound of almonds that have 
been blanched and mortared to a paste 
with a little sugar and flavor lightly 
with vanilia. The frosting should be 


beaten very thoroughly after the nuts 
go in. 


Breakfast In the Bedroom. 

The summer hostess considers care- 
fully the question of the breakfast

ESULTS of the efforts of the 

United States department of 

agriculture to introduce in 

place of the box system of 

turpentining, which has been 

so destructive of the pine for- 
ests of the south, the much less tu- 
jurious cup and gutter or cup and 
apron system, are evidenced in resolu- 
tions recently adopted by the execu- 
tive committee of the Consolidated 
Naval Stores company, ‘a représenta- 
tative association of naval stores pro- 
ducers. The resolutions were as fol- 
lows: 

“Whereas, The experiment made by 
the United States government, as is 
shown by the various bulletins from 
the bureau of forestry, as well as the 
experiments of individuals, and the 
practical results obtained by the large 


number of operators, it appears that 
the use of cups in the gathering of 
crude gum yields much larger results 
in quantity of spirits of turpentine 
produced, and a very great increase of 
the grades of resin, as compared with 
the old system of boxing; and, 

“Whereas, It appears that the use of 
cups is to the interest of producer and 
factor, tending to increase and perpet- 
uate the life of an industry In which 
we are engaged, and to the general 
good and upbuilding of which we 
pledge our hearty support; 

“Therefore, be tt resolved, That wo, 
the members of the executive commit. 
tee of the Consolidated Naval Stores 
company, pledge ourselves to use every 
influence at our respective commands 
toward bringing about as near as pos 
gible the universal use of cups as 
against boxes in the production of 

naval stores. 

„Resolved further, that we now de- 
clare it to be the polley of the Con- 
solidated Naval Stores company to 
Jodok with disfavor on the boxing of 
any timber for turpentine purposes in 
which the Consolidated Naval Stores 
company owns any interest.”

Southeastern Virginia, eastern 
North Carolina and South Carolina 
originally yielded this country’s sup- 
ply. The center then moved farther 
south and long remained in Georgia. 
Today the center is in Florida. Er- 
perience of the last half century has 
shown clearly in the case of Virginia, 
the Carolinas, and Georgia, that so 
wasteful and severely injurious a sys- 
tem of turpentining as the ancient box 
method results in exhausting the pro- 
duaing forest at such a rapid rate and 
in such a short period as to preclude 
all possibility of a permanent produo- 
tion of naval stores under that system 
in any given region. Under so short- 


sighted a policy and system, continu- 
ance of the industry {s clearly a ques 
tion, not of establishing permanent 
production throughout the regularly 
maintained forest country, as is the 
case of wheat and other staple prod- 
ucts which become fixed resources of 
certain sections, but of how long the 
United States ag a whole Will continue 
to produce naval stores. Continuance 
of production is dependent chiefly 
upon how long the staple spécies of 
virgin timber will last. The move- 
ment southward of the center of great- 
st production has been ilke the prog- 
ress of a consuming forest fire, A 
staple industry—naval stores produc 
tion as a resource—has not been left 
along the line of its advance. Like 
the forest fire, it has been transient, 
flourishing only so long as the virgin 
timber remained to feed the flames of 
its turpentine stills. The former 
Georgia operator, ‘now in Florida, is 
producing heavily, Soon ‘he will be 
obliged to look westward to the limit 
of the Gulf pine forest. Tho end of it 
all, if the old methods of turpentining 
are continued, can be clearly seen; 
they are inconsistent, with perma- 
nent development of one of the south's 
greatest resources. Use of the most 
conservative system of turpentining,

Ordinance | No. X5. 


An Ordinance to provide for the 
licensing and regulation of charg- 
es for transporting persons for 
hire, with vehicles and automo- 
biles in the City of Salisbury, 
Maryland, and the conditions gov- 
erning same. 


Section 1, Be it enacted and ordain 
ed by the Mayor and Counoil of Salis - 
bury, Maryland; That no person, firm 
or corporation shall ase, drivé or op- 
erate in Sthe City of Salisbury any 
wagon, carriage, bus. surrey, or auto- 
mobile, or any other vehicle. for trans- 
portation of persons for hire, from 
place to place within said City of 
Salisbury, unless said vehicle or au- 
tomobile be registered, and a license 
therefor be granted by the Mayor and 
Counotl of Salisbury. 

Sention 3, And be it further enacted 
and ordained ; That the owner or own- 
ers of such vehicles or automobiles 
shall on or before the Fifteenth day of 
August, in the year nineteen hun- 
dred and ten, at said period each year 
therafter, appear at the office of the 
Olerk of the Mayor and Counnoil of 
Salisbury at Uity Hall, Salisbury, 
Maryland, there enter his. her or 
their name or names, place or places 
of abode, and the number to be affixed 
to the vehicle or automobile owned 
by him, ber or them in a book to be 
kept for that purpose, whioh entry 
shall be aknowledged by the signature 
of each owner or owners with bis, 
her or their proper name or firm, and 
whenever any person or presona shall 
intend to „ drive or operate any 
vehicle aforesaid or automobile as 
aforesaid, he, she or they shall make 

application as aforesaid, and the 
proceedings above described sball take 
place: provided the said Olerk shall 
not allow any duplicate numbers to be 
used 


Seotion 3. Be it further enacted and 
ordained: That such owner, or own 
ora shall after having made such entr 
aa aforesaid, receive from said Oler 
a lionnse stating the number of wag- 
ons, carriages, busses, surréys, auto- 
mobiles or other vehicles feo entered 
and the place or places of abode of the 
owner or owners shereof and the time 
for which said license ia to run and 
each owner or owners aball thereupon 
pay the said Ulerk for the use of the 
corporation for each vehicle or auto- 
mobile, by him, her or them entered, 
the sum of one dollar.

The Triumphal Entry of the King 
Into the Capital of the Nation.—Vs.

This phrase includes the 
journey from Jericho to Bethany (John 
12: 1), where he arrived Friday eve- 
ning; the supper on Saturday evening 
at the close of their Sabbath; and the 
leaving Bethany on their way to Jerv- 
salem Sunday morning, the day after 
their Sabbath. “And were come to 
Bethphage.” (house of figs, or fig- 
town), a village not far from Bethany 
(house of dates), toward Jerusalem 
on the northern road over “the mount 
of Olives,” which was the “Park” of 
Jerusalem, the gardens and pleasure 
grounds for the city, ‘ 

“Tell ye the daughter of Sion,” one 
hill of Jerusalem, representing the 
city, “Behold, thy King cometh.” 
Jesus was the Messiah, the true king 
of ‘the kingdom of God, which was 
now about to be established . 

“And a very great multitude.” 
Rather, “the most part of the multi- 
tude,” for there were some cold and 
scowling critics (Luke 19: 39, 40). 
There were crowds of pilgrims from 
all parts of the country coming up to 
the Passover festival. By a census 
taken in the time of Nero, it was as- 
certained that there were 2,700,000 
Jews present at the Passover. “Spread 
their garments in the way.” “This 
was a recognized act of homage to a 
king. 

“Others cut down branches.” The 
imperfect tense denotes continued ac- 
tion. “As Jesus advanced, they kept 
cutting branches and spreading them, 
and the multitude kept crying.” 

“Cried, saying, Hosanna.” “Hosan- 
na” is a rendering into Greek letters 
of the Hebrew words, “Save, we 
pray!” 

“To the son of David, the natural 
heir to the throne, the inheritor of the 
promises to David (2 Sam, 7: 12-16. 
1 Chron. 17: 10-14). “Cometh in the 
name of the Lord.“ Sent by God, in- 
dorsed by God as his representative. 

“Hosanna in the highest.” In the 
highest degree; in the highest strains; 
in the highest heavens: 

A Note of Sadness. One touching 
incident, by the way, is relgted by 
Lake only (19: 4144). At one point 
in the descent, when the procession 
was amid wheat fields, flowers, and 
olive-trees, at a turn of the road, the 
great city of .Jerusalem suddenly 
buret upon thelr vision. 

Here Jesus wept over the city which 
was soon to reject their king, the only 
Saviour who could prevent its destruc- 
tion, and the fall of the nation. 

Jesus went into the temple, his 
father’s house, and went about his 
father’s business. He found the 
courts of the temple turned into a 


prayer a place of business 
en of thieves; for those who 

will defraud religion of its 

{p are likely to defraud man of 
his dues. 

For the dealers, the spirit of wor- 
ship was lost. Instead of praying, 
they were bargaining. Instead of 
worshipping, they were making money. 

Dishonesty in connection with re 
ligion does much more harm than else- 
where. It creates unbelievers, It un- 
dermines the power of religion. It 
turns men away from the truth. 

The court of the Gentiles was the 
place of prayer and worship for Gen- 
tiles. It was the only place where they 
could worship in the temple. It was 
missionary ground. It was the place 
for reaching the masses.

Hats are the most perishable things 
in a woman's wardrobe, and 80 
headgear often needs to be renewed 
before the summer is over.

is merely tied around the crown, with 
a bow at the back or left side, the 
process of triniming is not a matter 
for worry. For young girls who look 
well in such shapes a big flat crowned 
sailor may be made of a plain linen 
and a flowered cretonne or a Persian 
cotton. The shop hat in these mate- 
Tials will have the crown glued over 
tightly with the figured material and 
the brim covered with it down to 
about two inches of the edge. This 


‘and the facing of the hat are in the 
Ratural linen of the hat shape. 


Linen hats in these shapes may 
often be found and they may be made 
lighter by cutting out the crown and 
putting in another in the same shape 
of coarse-meshed milliner’s net. En- 
tirely over this, with the edges run- 
ning down over the brim, a gay cotton 
or silk handkerchief would be put by 
the up-to-date girl, for such a method 
of trimming ia now regarded! as very 
stylish.

The chif- 
fon was shirred with cords over a wire 
frame, taffeta in the lighter shade 
binding edges and forming the crown 
band and side bow—not taffeta put on 
the usual manner, but finely plaited 
and edged in turn with a heat plain 
bias. The very edge of the hat had 
this double treatment of the silk, and 
it showed up most artistically in the 
wide band and bow. Although the 
price pald for this hat was ‘$40, it 
could be made at bome for four.
